You 
have now in hand the thanks of every man who 
has read your books so kindly donated to the 
prison, and the sincere regret that they no longer 
arrive. I have just made a little Thanksgiving 
souvenir for you and if you derive as much pleasure 
from it as I had in the making it for you I shall 
be amply rewarded thereby. I just felt when I 
saw that battered book of yours had _ stood thir- 
teen months’ handling and still could be read, that 
you should know how much they were thought of.

The above letter came vesterday, out 
of the grim old walls of San Quentin Pris- 
on, and along with it was a booklet, hand 
painted and hand made, that is quite a 
work of art. It must have taken many 
long hours to have made that booklet, with 
pen and brush, and it contains sentiment 
that is unmistakably from the heart. He 
says he is only Number 22414 now to the 
world, but he sends me Thanksgiving 
greetings because he respects me, because 
of the good he believes my writings do 
Humanity. 

High, ho! I wish my writings did da 
Humanity some’ good, for, Ged knows that 
is what I write them for, and not for glory 
or gain, as [ get very little of either and 
care for neither. Maybe they do, and I 
never find it out, only once in a while some 
straw hv the wayside blows across my 
path liké this. 

And may it not be that way with all of 

Probably it is. The good deeds and 
little kindnesses we do are taken as a mat- 
ter of course, and often seem unappreciat- 
ed, and even unnoticed, but here and there 
they sink into some person’s mind and 
heart, and seed is thus planted) which 
sprouts and grows and blossoms, and in 
turn seeds and blossoms again and again, 
far and wide, mayhap long after we are 
gone. It is nice to think so, any way, and 
more than likely it is true. 

T do not know this man—never heard 
of him, but thronghout the vears T was 
publishing the Thinkograph magazine I 
always sent 100 copies of each issue to San 
Quentin and 100 to Folsom prisons, for 
distribution among the poor chaps who are 
imprisoned in. those lonely places by the 
several thousand, and now I have a large 
collection of letters from them, all appre- 
ciative of the doctrines therein promulgat- 
ed, of the Fatherhood of God and_ the 
Brotherhood of Man, and the Gospel of 
Sunshine. 

I helped get a number of them paroled, 
and got them jobs after they were out, and 
have never heard yet of a case where it 
did not turn out all right. Because a man 
makes a mistake, more often than other- 
wise because of liquor, is no good reason 
he should be damned forever after. Give 
him a chance to live it down and begin 
anew and make good. If all of us had 
been chucked in prison every time we have

poison the soup, as in a famous Chicago 
case; resist the draft, and help the Kaiser. 
This is not crime; it is class-consciousness. 

And what a convenient theory for 
others than the I. W. W.! Cocchi was 
merely class-conscious when he murdered 
the daughter of a respectable man and 
Ind her body in his cellar. The gunmen 
who killed Rosenthal were ‘‘class-con- 
scious,’? and so was Becker, who engaged 
them for the job. They too were waging 
War on society by ‘direct action.”’ ‘Jack 
the Ripper’? was a ‘‘class-conscious”’ 
patriot ahead of his time. Possibly that 


is what ails the German government. When. 


it started out on its career of blood and 
devastation it was merely class-conscious.
